FELT OVER THE ENTIRE CITY 


Boiler In a Rolling Mill at York, Pa , 


Blows Up and the Shock Shakes the 


Whole Tow n— Damage to Property

York, Pa., Aug:. 11.—Eight men wore 
killed, nearly a score of others were 
more or less seriously injured and 
thousands of dollars worth of p r o p ­ 
erty was damaged by the explosion of 
It boiler in the York rolling mill.

John Cleney, York; Benjamin B r e ­ 
mer, Harry Seachrlst, Paoli Puri, Al­ 
fred Struck, John Slossman and Harry 
Feger, all of Columbia, Pa.; Edward 
Fittler, Marietta, Pa. 
Thomas Gallagher, who was Injured 
In the explosion, died later, making 
the total number of dead nine. 
The boiler, which was located In th*' 
center of the mill, exploded without 
a moment’s warning. 
Thousands of people were attract­ 
ed to the scene by the shock. 
A res­ 
cue party was quickly organized and 
search for bodies was instituted. 
Ambulances from the York hospital 
Were hurried to the scene and delivery 
wagons and other conveyances were 
pressed into service. 
A majority of those killed had their 
heads 
and 
limbs 
torn 
from 
their 
bodies and were so badly mangled that 
identification was almost an impossi­ 
bility. 
The mill had been closed down for 
about a week and two score of men 
were e n g a g e d In making repairs to an 
engine. 
The men were working close 
to the boiler and when the explosion 
occurred not one of them was able 
to make his escape. 
The shock was 
so terrific that it demolished a large 
portion of the mill and s e n t heavy 
pieces of twisted iron and steel in all 
directions. 
The plant of the Broomal, 
Schmidt & Sieacy company, located 
near the scene of the explosion, was 
badly d a m a g e d . 
Box cars on the rail­ 
road siding adjoining the mill were 
torn to splinters and several persons 
close to the damaged building were 
injured by flying debris. 
The shock was felt over the entire 
city. 
The head of the boiler, about 
four feet square, was hurled nearly a 
block. 
The injured are all expected to re­ 
cover.

j cil at Milwaukee, six in the state leg­ 
islature and the rest scattered through 
the state. 
“ In Minnesota there is one city un­ 
der socialist administration, the city of 
Two Harbors where there is a socialist 
mayor and council. 
This city has the 
most advanced charter of any city in 
the United States owing to the influ 
ence of the socialists when the charter 
was revised. 
“ The Socialist party in Minnesota 
is known as the Public Ownership party 
owing to legal complications. 
For the 
reason the party is known in Wiscon­ 
sin as the Social Democratic party but 
these are simply other names for the 
Socialist party. 
“ The Socialist believes that the pri- 
; vate ownership by a few7 of the vast 
care I machinery and resources used in modern 
days for the production of wealth is 
the radical evil of our time and the 
cause 
a 
dangerous 
social 
crisis. 
Through this private ownership the 
capitalist class takes from labor the 
larger part of its product without giv­ 
ing anything in return. 
This is the 
cause of the poverty and destruction of 
human life and the bitter class strug­ 
gle which is deepening in America. 
“ We are today facing the greatest 
social crisis in American history, 
lhe 
development of machinery during the 
past hundred years, the gathering to­ 
g eth er of vast populations in our in­ 
dustrial centers and the formation of 
great national and world-wide commer­ 
cial organizations known as trusts has 
completely changed the character of 
our national life. 
. “ This private ownership has brought 
about a startling concentration of our 
national wealth. 
According to Henry 
Laurens Call three tenths of one per 
cent of the people own seventy per 
cent of the total wealth of the coun­ 
try. 
This was in 1900 and the matter 
has grown steadily worse since that 
time. 
If you consider this and also the 
facts of human suffering and poverty 
of today you will be startled. 
“ Think of these human facts Eighty 
thousand babies die of starvation every 
year in America.

LEGAL TANGLE 
IN THAW CASE 


May Result in Prisoner Obtain­ 


ing His Freedom. 


JEROM E WOULO OPPOSE MOVE 


District 
Attorney 
Intend* to 
Fight 
Any Attempt to Remove Stanford 
White's Slayer From the Junsdie* 
tion of New York Courts. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 11.—Tho probability 
that some Now York man may hoou 
succeed Detective Roger O’Mara, now 
serving as r*>« elver and custodian of 
the e>'ate of Hsrrv K. Thaw, is fh«* 
proposition in 'he mu« h complicated 
cns*‘ Host generally dis< uased In IMtts 
burg. 
This is bas'd upon the provi­ 
sions of tho federal bankruptcy law. 
It is admitted by al) haxing a knowl­ 
edge of this law that creditors have 
the right at 
iheir first meeting to 
elect a trustee to take charge of all 
of the property of a petitioner In 
bankruptcy, and that suck truste** Im 
mediately 
supercedes 
any 
receiver 
that may previously ha\e been ap 
pointed by any other authority. 
Acting upon this provision, It is 
surmised tie* creditor- a majority of 
whom are residents of New York, ar* 
likely to make a concerted move f< r 
one of their own selection to a d as 
trust te. 
The fiercest legal fight, however, is 
expected because of reports from \>w 
York that should an attempt he made 
to bring Thaw her«', District Attorney 
Jerome, it is said, v 11! oppose sir* 1» 
move, fearing that if Thaw is tnce re 
moved from the Jurisdiction of New 
York courts there will be trouble in 
having him returned to that jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Under 
the 
bankruptcy 
law 
should the referee call for Thaw and 
he fail to appear, such failure would 
constitute contempt, 
lienee the pros­ 
pect of a clash between state and fed­ 
eral authorities. 
Legal authorities here agree ihat 
there is no such precedent governing 
the questions raised in this case ami 
all are watching developments with 
much interest. 
That Thaw will become a free man 
If he is permitted to leave the atnte 
of New York to appear in the bank­ 
ruptcy proceedings at Pittsburg Aug. 
21, is the opinion of Daniel O’Reilly, 
who twice defended 
the slayer of 
Stanford White, and who is now press­ 
ing a claim against him for thousands 
of dollars. 
But Thaw must become an exile 
from Broadway and New York for 
ever. 
Although extradition laws can­ 
not ren* b him, be would be subject to 
reincarceration 
in a home for the 
criminal insane under the commit* 
meni of Supreme Court Justice Dowl 
Ing should he ever set foot again in- 
aide the state line. 
Mr. 
O’Reilly confirmed 
this new 
phase of the amazing tangle which 
has been woven about Thaw in an In­ 
terview in New York city, which has 
laid bare some Interesting features of 
the celebrated case.

It paid from 31£ 
to 4 cents a pound for leaf tobacco 
which cost about 5 cents to produce 
and which sold when manufactured 
Into market goods in England and Italy 
at $1.50 a pound. 


Enjoyed a Natural Monopoly. 


Kentucky tobacco growers got ex­ 
ceedingly weary of growing tobacco 
and selling it below the cost of produc­ 
tion, 
Such an arrangement was not 
good business. 
It did not feed and 
clothe and she’ter the family. 
It did 
not buy a new dress for the house­ 
wife. who In many instances worked 
In the fields to help produce the staple, 
it did not renew the w’ardrobe of the 
farmer, who grew more and more rag- 
feed and more and more resentful. 
He 
resented the monopoly, to him unholy 
md unlawful, which was making him 
1 slave for less than his board and 
•lothes and a place to sleep. 
In grow- 
ng tobacco there he had enjoyed a 
fiatural monopoly, which hurt nobody. 
An (««natural monopoly was created 
to deprive him of his natural rights to 


there is ruffianism In every war. 
The 
present writer is not bolding a brief in 
defense of outlawry.

Vanish After Raiding. 
The tobacco belt w’here the raids take 
place is a considerable section of terri­ 
tory. 
The raiders themselves, for the 
most part, are the hitherto reputable 
citizens of the communities wherein 
they dwell. But nobody is supposed to 
know’ just who they are. 
First find 
your snake, then scotch it. 
Night Rid 
ers are not in the habit of notifying the 
governor when they are to make a raid, 
so that the troops may be sent. 
After 
the raid is made and the damage done 
there are no Night Riders In sight. 
There are only a lot of peaceable farm­ 
ers going alwwt their tasks or sitting 
ou their fences hoping thnt the war 
w’ill soon la* ended In their favor, so 
that they can grow’ tolmcco again and 
sell it at a fair profit. 
Spain fought the guerrillas In Cuba 
for fifty years and the Filipino bush­ 
whackers for three centuries without 
quelling them. 
And the guerrillas and 
bushwhackers were in tho saddle most 
of the time. They didn't wear masks. 
Their organizations did not melt away 
into mist tin* moment they had made 
n demonstration and accomplished the 
deed in hand. 
The Kentucky Night Rider takes good 
care that no man shall inform upon 
him. 
In some of the societies there is 
an oatli which all members are re­ 
quired to take, binding themselves not 
to reveal the secrets of the society on 
pain of death. 
Years ago tho south had to deal with 
the Kuklux Klan, which operated «>11 
lines similar to the Night Rider frater­ 
nity. 
Many of the Kukluxes were 
! leading citizens of their communities. 
Tho same situation obtains in tho case 
of tho Night Riders. 
There Is a con­ 
siderable chasm of difference, however, 
between the moral aspects of the K 11 
klux movement and the Kentucky to­ 
bacco raiders. 
The former had for its 
chief object tDo Intimidation of no 
groes, while the latter is base<l upon a 
m atter of economics which have to do 
with the material welfare of the home. 
However one may condemn and de­ 
plore the methods employed by these

Boiler In a Rolling Mill at York, Pa., 


Blows Up and the Shock Shakes the 


Whole Tow n— Damage to Property 


Ie Heavy. 


York, Pa., Aug. ll .—Eight men were 
Killed, nearly a score of others were 
more or less seriously injured and 
thousands of dollars worth of prop­ 
erty was damaged by the explosion of 
■ boller in the York rolling mill. 
The 
(Read are: 
John Clency, York; Benjamin Bre­ 
mer, H arry Seachrist, Paoli P ud, Al­ 
fred Struck, John Slossman and H arry 
Feger, all of Columbia, Pa.; Edward 
Flttler, M arietta, Pa. 
Thomas Gallagher, who was injured 
In the explosion, died later, making 
the total num ber of dead nine. 
The boiler, which was located In the 
center of the mill, exploded without 
a m om ent’s warning. 
Thousands of people were attract­ 
ed to the scene by the shock. 
A res­ 
cue party was quickly organized and 
■•arch for bodies was instituted. 
Ambulances from the York hospital 
Were hurried to the scene and delivery 
wagons and other conveyances were 
pressed into service. 
A m ajority of those killed had their 
heads 
and 
limbs 
torn 
from 
their 
bodies and were so badly mangled that 
Identification was almost an Impossi­ 
bility. 
The mill had been closed down for 
■bout a week and two score of men 
were engaged in making repairs to an 
engine. 
The men were working close 
to the boiler and when the explosion 
occurred not one of them was able 
to m ake his escape. 
The shock was 
■o terrific that it demolished a large 
portion of the mill and sent heavy 
pieces of tw isted iron and steel in all 
directions. 
The plant of the Broomal, 
Schmidt & Steacy company, located 
hear the scene of the explosion, was 
badly damaged. 
Box cars on the rail­ 
road siding adjoining the mill were 
torn to splinters and several persons 
close to the damaged building were 
Injured by flying debris. 
The shock was felt over the entire 
city. 
The head of the boiler, about 
four feet square, was hurled nearly a 
block. 
The injured are all expected to re­ 
cover.
